MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev sharply criticized the 
United States today but promised 
detente would continue and Moscow 
would seek even better relations with 
Washington. 
Brezhnev warned, however, that 
Moscow will oppose the United States if 
it interferes in the affairs of other 
c o u n trie s , 
and 
denounced as 
“deplorable” an American rejection of 
Soviet arms limitation offers. 
Speaking firmly in a marathon keynote 
address delivered standing to 5.000 
delegates at the 25th Communist party 
congress, the 60-year-old party general 
secretary urged an end to the arms race 
and said the Soviet Union has not the sl­ 
ightest intention of attacking anyone.” 


He proposed an international treaty 
banning force in solving disputes and 
called for the four-power guarantee to 
secure the borders of Middle East coun­ 
tries 


At home, he returned to two well worn 
themes — the needs for better consumer 
goods and an improved agricultural per­ 
formance. It was no good Russians hav­ 
ing three pairs of shoes it the quality was 


bad. he said. 
The Soviet leader urged an improve­ 
ment on last year's disastrous grain 
harvest “We can do it.** he said. 
Brezhnev hailed the achievements of 
five years of detente as of “ truly 
everlasting significance.” saying 
“detente has become the leading trend, 
the main outcome of our party's inter­ 
national policy " 
Relations with the United States, he 
said, had taken a "turn for the better” 
and decisively reduced the danger of 
nuclear war. 
But in what analysts took to be a 
reference to the Soviet-American con­ 
frontation over Angola. Brezhnev said: 
“It is no secret that some difficulties 
stem from those aspects of Washington 
policy, which jeopardize the freedom 
and independence of peoples and con­ 
stitute gross interference in their inter­ 
nal affairs on the side of the forces of op­ 
pression and reaction. 
“We have opposed and will continue to 
oppose such actions." Brezhnev said. 
The Soviet Union has accused the 
United States of sending aid to African 
factions in Angola that were backed by 
South African troops.

Supervisors support 
revenue sharing bill

You happen to have 1.000 gallons of 
salt water and crude oil waste on your 
hands. The local dump won t let you un­ 
load it there and it is illegal to spill the 
materia! down some isolated canyon. 
WT&t do you do? 
Answer , the same thing that area oil 
Companies, chemical handlers and the 
City of Santa Barbara does when they 
have environmentally toxic and hazar­ 
dous materials to dispose of. 
Truck it to the Casmalia Disposal Site 
two miles north of Casmalia. Acids, 
pesticides, alkalies and flammables are 
accepted for $25 plus five cents per 
gallon. Solid materials like pesticide 
containers and asbestos are disposable 
for $25 plus $5 for each cubic yard. 


The cost is less for waste that does not 
require special handling. 


Even if you have to drive 50 miles, 
you'll be thankful because the four-year- 
old disposal, owned by Kenneth R. 
Hunter Jr. and several other county resi­ 


dents. is the only class I site on the 
Central Coast. 
A class I site, according to governmen­ 
tal code, is authorized to accept toxic 
and hazardous wastes. Class II sites, of 
which there are seven in Santa Barbara 
County, collect “obnoxious waste" — the 
stuff people rill their garbage cans with. 
In any area where industry, 
agriculture and municipalities operate, a 
class I disposal site is required by law. A 
problem is that no one wants one in the 
neighborhood. 
“We have our enemies." Hunter said. 


His request to operate a class I dis­ 
posal at the present location was turned 
down twice in 1972 by the county plann­ 
ing commission. Finally, he had to ap­ 
peal to the board of supervisors for a 
favorable decision. His application for a 
state permit was granted right off. 


Opposition to the site came from most­ 
ly non-resident land owners of the area, 
fie said. A claim was that such a facility 
would lower the property value. 
One resident rancher contended that 


rain water would run off the disposal and 
contaminate the surface springs. Hunter 
assured him that the site would be self- 
contained. 
“Basically, they didn't want the dis­ 
posal site around Secondly, they hunted 
for reasons." he remarked. 
There was no threat of contaminated 
water percolating sub-surface waters for 
two reasons. First, the terrain is com­ 
posed of Sisquoc formation, a hard clay 
that makes seepage impossible and 
secondly, “good wells are very rare or 
non-existent on the Sisquoc formation. 
The U S. Geological Survey has only two 
observation wells in the vicinity... both 
are of insufficient quality for domestic 
drinking water.” reported a state 
geologist. 
“The reason we didn’t put the site in 
the Santa Maria Valley is that it would 
have contaminated everything, including 
the water supply. Here it contaminates 
nothing." said Hunter. “ Plus the fact no 
one is living here." 
The Casmalia Disposal Site, hidden 
beyond open hills off Black Road, is a 
County ends sentence-bargaining 


Floyd C. Dodson, presiding judge of 
the Santa Barbara Superior Court, and 
Stanley M 
Roden, district attorney, 
jointly announced today that effective 
immediately the' practice of sentence 
bargaining will not be engaged in by the 
district attorney’s office or any depart­ 
ment of the superior court. 


Roden added. “This policy also will ap­ 
ply to all cases handled by, my office in 
all justice and municipal courts." 


Roden said, “the object of the new 
policy is to achieve a more uniform 
sentence process, a speedier disposition 
of criminal cases and a clearer definition 
of roles between attorneys and the judge 
who passes sentence. 


“ Recent studies indicate that the 
public lacks confidence in the criminal 
justice system. One chief factor is what 
the pubiic believes is a barter-trade 
method of dispensing justice. With rising 
crime rates, many people perceive the 
process in court as a game played 
between lawyers and judges with the 
defendant the ultimate winner and the 
public the eventual loser. While this is 
not the fact in Santa Barbara County, 
bargaining more properly belongs at 
swap meets and the commercial market 
place. It has no place in the criminal 
justice system." Roden said. 


Roden claimed that one of the causes 
of the sentence bargaining system is the

“Our office has spent an entire year in 
an effort to end the abusive practice of 
over-charging, and as a result we now 
feel that there is no need for this office to 
engage in bargaining as to what sentence 
a defendant will receive." 

“I am confident 
that while the implementation of this 
policy may result in a short-term in­ 
crease in criminal trials, it will not clog 
the court's calendar. Santa Barbara 
County enjoys the reputation as one of 
the best managed courts in the state. I 
am optimistic that this new policy, 
which has the support of all superior 
court judges, will achieve its goals 
without sacrificing court efficiency." 
Japan authorities raid Lockheed offices 


TOKYO (UPI) — Japanese authorities 
today raided the offices of Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. and 26 private homes and 
businesses looking for documents linked 
to the Lockheed bribery scandal. 
Authorities said the raid included a 
search of the offices of the Marubeni 
Trading Co., Lockheed’s agent in Japan, 
and the homes of two recently resigned 
Marubeni executives. 
They also rifled files at the home of 
rightist lobbyist Yoshio Rod? ma. alleged 
to have received $7 million from 
Lockheed to promote sales of their air­ 
craft in Japan. 
The authorities said 380 officials 
carried out the early morning raid to 
collect documents in an investigation of 
suspected violations of the foreign ex­ 
change control law and tax evasion. 


The raid is the latest development in a 
growing scandal touched off three weeks 
ago in Washington by Lockheed ex­ 
ecutives who testified before a congres­ 
sional committee that their company 
paid $12.6 million in fees and bribes to 
Japanese businessmen and officials. 


Last week, the Japanese parliament 
heard testimony from seven witnesses 
allegedly involved in the scandal, includ­ 
ing Kenji Osano. a close friend of former 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, four top 
executives of Marubeni and two officials 
of all Nippon Airways, operator of 
Lockheed's LIOU Tristar giant jetliners. 


The scandal has rocked Japanese 
political circles and presented Prime 
Minster Takeo Miki with the worst crisis 
of his administration. 


Both houses of Parliament unanimous­ 
ly passed a resolution Monday asking the 
U.S. Senate to hand over all secrets in­ 
volving the alleged payoffs. 


Miki promised in a nationally televised 
news conference last week he would 
make public all secrets, including the 
names of officials, if they are turned 
over.

The Casmalia Disposal Site is seen as 
the environmental salvation of the 
Central Coast by Hunter. Before it 
opened toxic waste was “hidden up ca­ 
nyons. disposed in nocuous ways, 
dumped in the bay and in class II 
dumps." 
Now this waste is contained in a small 
area and sophisticatedly disposed of. 
“helping the environment rather than 
spreading it over Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty." contends Hunter 
He is especially critical today of class 
II disposal sites because, he believes, 
they represent a threat to the environ­ 
ment. Everyday toxic waste - by intent 
or not —■ finds its way to these dumping 
sites and seeps to the underground water 
table. 
This is why “in due course and due 
time" he will petition the county to open 
a class II site near his class I site, which 
occupies only a small portion of the 
11.000 acres he owns there. 
“We are not mad at anyone. We just 
feel we have a better site and that it 
should be used." said Hunter, referring 
to the ideal Sisquoc formation. 
In the meantime, he has applied to the 
county to expand the Casmalia Disposal 
Site 75 acres 
He has permission to 
enlarge it 43 acres already. 
Hunter admits, of course, he would not 
be in the disposal business if he found it 
unprofitable.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson A. Rockefeller today recom­ 
mended the government’s federal 
revenue sharing program be made per­ 
manent and tied to federal income tax 
revenues. 
Speaking to the mid-winter meeting of 
the National Governors Conference, 
Rockefeller said serious attention must 
be given to “the huge morass of red 
tape" that developed out of 40 years of 
federal programs. 
“I sense a new impatience, bordering 
on exaspiration by many of the people, 
and it is clear something must be done 
about it and soon," Rockefeller said. 
Rockefeller said his revenue sharing 
recommendation as well as four other 
suggestions to cut down on red tape, did 
not purport to be administration policy. 
Ford, who addressed the governors 
Monday, has proposed a five-year exten­ 
sion of revenue sharing. 
Brainwashing expert claims 
Patty became 'child-like' 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - A 
brainwashing expert testified today that 
Patricia Hearst developed a “child-like 
dependency on her captors" because she 
was terrorized by them after her kidnap­ 
ing 
Dr. Louis West, a psychiatrist who 
worked with prisoners of war after the 
Korean War, said the two months the 
newspaper heiress spent locked in a 
closet after her capture produced “a psy­ 
chiatric illness that has gone misunder­ 
stood by both the patient and the people 
around her." 
West said she suffered a “personality 
regression to childishness" because of 
constant fear of death, prolonged loss of 
vision from being blindfolded, and 
"humiliating and painful sexual 
molestation." 
The UCLA psychiatrist, testifying on 
Miss Hearses behalf, said her life before 
her kidnaping made her “ more 
vulnerable” to terror than military 


prisoners of war who collaborated with 
the enemy 
He told the jury at her bank robbery 
trial that the change in her life — from a 
rich student living with her lover to a 
prisoner looked in a closet by terrorists 
was “a more violent transition than 
any military capture." 
The POWS had l>een in the Air Force, 
had received training and had restric­ 
tions on their conduct, while Miss Hearst 
had been able to change schools, take the 
courses she wished and more or less do 
what she wanted. 


“Her freedom made her vulnerable," 
said West, who opened the mental por­ 
tion of Miss Hearst’s defense Monday 
after she wound up seven days of 
testimony by taking the 5th Amendment 
42 times. 


“What we have is this plunge into a dif­ 
ferent world," he testified after return­ 
ing to the stand today.

Strike paralyzes Rome 


ROME - Italy's capital was virtually paralyzed today as 
hundreds of thousands of workers staged a 24-hour strike to protest 
soaring unemployment. The walkout closed factories, schools, 
government offices, cinemas and most stores and shops as well as 
halting transportation 


Committee deadlocks on food stamp reform 


WASHINGTON - The Senate Agriculture Committee apparent­ 
ly is deadlocked on an effort to reform the food stamp program. 
The impasse threatened chances of quick approval of a measure 
sought bv Congress to prevent being preempted by President Ford 
who has said he will institute program changes through executive 
order if the legislators do not act. 


Gunmen free hostages in embassy siege 


BEIRUT — Four Lebanese gunmen, led by a former mental 
patient in a Canadian hospital, raided the Canadian embassy in 
Beirut, taking 18 hostages in an eight-hour war of nerves. Moham­ 
med Havmour demanded reunion with his four children, now living 
with his estranged wife in Canada, and I50Q.000 which he claimed 
the government owed him. The siege ended when he was promised 
his claims would be investigated. 


$100,000 bail set for bombing suspects 


SAN FRANCISCO - Bail has been set at $100,000 for six alleged 
members of a terrorist group that has claimed responsibility for 
numerous bombings in bay area supermarkets. TTie six were 
arrested in Richmond Sunday following a raid on a home by FBI 
agents and police who seized 150 pounds of explosives. The raid 
reportedly broke the back of the New World Liberation Front. 


Burtons have done it — again 


NEW YORK - Richard Burton says he and Elizabeth Taylor are 
separated again, but there was no word whether they would 
divorce again. They were married the first time in 1964 and 
divorced in 1974 but remarried last year. 


Oral contraceptive removed from market 


PALO ALTO — Syntex is discontinuing the marketing of its 
Norquen sequential oral contraceptive at the request of the Food 
and Drug Administration which asked all makers of the product to 
discontinue it on grounds it might have an adverse effect on the 
user’s health. 


Action bogged down on saving FEO 


WASHINGTON — House and Senate committees are bogged 
down on bills to reconstitute the Federal Elections Commission 
making it virtually certain that action on saving the FEC will not 
pass by the March I deadline. The agency can continue to function 
past that date but cannot perform its major task of certifying and 
dispensing matching campaign funds for presidential campaign 
funds until it is revamped to meet court objections. 


Reagan clear choice of Californians 


SAN FRANCISCO — California Republicans clearly favor 
Ronald Reagan over Gerald Ford for President in 1976, according 
to the California Poll. Reagan got 54 per cent and Ford 37 per cent 
in a survey that showed Ford had lost ground in the state in the 
past six months. 


Explosives found in Harris hideout 


LOS ANGELES — Time bomb materials were found in the house 
where Bill and Emily Harris were arrested, according to an FBI 
agent testifying at a pretrial hearing. Attorneys for the codefen­ 
dants of Patricia Hearst are trying to supress the evidence on 
grounds it was found without a search warrant. 


SST ban at JFK airport awaits signature 


ALBANY, N Y. — A bill passed by the New York legislature to 
ban the Concorde supersonic transport from landing at Kennedy 
Airport awaits the signature of Gov. Hugh L. Carey. Because the 
airport is operated jointly by the New York-New Jersey Port 
Authority, an identical bill must be passed by the New Jersey 
legislature before the contorversial plane can be barred from the 
airport. 


Wide-ranging action taken by legislature 


SACRAMENTO — Activity in the California legislature Monday 
ranged from toilets to beer with shock treatment in between. A bill 
that advanced on the Senate floor would require that most new 
toilets sold in the state use less water than present conventional 
models; the Assembly rejected a bill that would put an excise tax 
on beer sold at militate bases and a Senate committee sent to the 
floor a bill changing a law guaranteeing mental patients the right 
to refuse psychosurgery or electrical shock treatment. Tile bill 
would clarify the definition of “informed consent” for such 
patients. 


Committee votes ‘Saturday night special' ban 


WASHINGTON — The House Judiciary Committee today voted 
18 to 14 to ban the sale, manufacture or importation of small, easi­ 
ly concealed handguns such as the “Saturday night special.” The 
committee, which had voted down previous proposals to band 
handguns, accepted an amendment that narrowed the scope of the 
proposal. 


Postal Service eyes economy efforts 


WASHINGTON — The Postal Service says it has saved nearly $2 
million a year by closing or consolidating 186 offices since July I 
and that the only alternative to additional cost-cutting measures is 
to raise rates again. An additional 600 cases of office closing or 
consolidating are on review, said Postmaster General Benjamin F. 
Bailar. He also announced that an additional 200 million will be 
saved by the elimination of 15,000 positions across the nation.

Secret accord reached 


on nuclear safeguards 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and five other major industrial 
countries have concluded a 
secret accord on developing 
new safeguards and controls 
over the export of nuclear 
technology. U.S. officials said 
today. 
Details of the pact are being 
kept secret in response to 
requests by some of the par­ 
ticipating nations, according to 
one official of the U.S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament 
Agency. 
The agreement in London last 
month was the product of a 
series of meetings in the British 
capital over the last nine 
months attended by representa­ 
tives from the United States. 
Soviet Union, West Germany, 
Japan. France. Canada, and 
Britain. 
Dr. Fred C. Ikle, director of 
the disarmament agency, Mon­ 


day reported on the agreement 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
S ubcom m ittee on A rm s 
Control 
Ikle did not reveal the sub­ 
stance of the accord at the sub­ 
committee hearings, but of­ 
ficials today were willing to 
outline the stricter U.S. policy 
on nuclear exports following 
the London meeting. 
These officials said that, 
since the London meeting, U S 
policy on nuclear exports will 
be guided by several principles. 
The government will . 
— Require recepients of 
nuclear technology to accept 
safeguards against illegal di­ 
version of such techniques into 
the manufacture of military 
weapons as defined by the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency. 


— Insist on strengthened 
measures to ensure the security 


of nuclear energy producing 
plants 
— Demand restraints on the 
export of certain highly sensi­ 
tive* technologies which of­ 
ficials declined to detail 
further. 
— Observe more stringent 
provisions on the transfer of 
nuclear technology from one 
country to another. 
The London meetings were 
prompted by growing concern 
among industrial countries 
about the proliferation of 
nuclear technology. 
Governments were shocked 
by India's explosion last May of 
a nuclear device created in part 
by technology which came from 
Canada but which were ex­ 
ported for peaceful purposes. 
Similarly. West Germany’s 
sale to Brazil of a full nuclear 
fuel cycle plant caused concern 
in Congress and at the State 
Department. 


United Press International 
President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter jumped to an early but 
tiny lead today in the New 
Hampshire primary — the 
nation’s first balloting in the 
1976 race for president. 
The 25 voters in the Dixville 
Notch hamlet stepped simul­ 
taneously into 25 voting booths 
in a flag-bedecked hotel ante­ 
room at midnight EST. Mo­ 
ments later the town’s returns 
were announced 
Fifteen of the 25 were 
Republicans. Eleven voted for 
Ford and four for Ronald 
Reagan. 
Carter, one of the leaders in 
the Democratic primary, got 
six votes. The other four 
Democrats in Dixville Notch 
voted for Birch Bayh, Henry 
Jackson. Morris Udall and a 
n o n c a n d id a te , 
W allace 
Johnson, a former mayor of 
Berkeley, Calif. 
Ford predicted victory in the 
state. Reagan said his polls 
pointed to a “neck and neck 
race ... with a slight margin for 
us.” But Reagan stressed 
there’s a sizable undecided bloc 
in the Granite State. 
Carter forecast a first-or 
second-place finish for himself 
in the five-man Democratic 
primary, and Udall said he 
would be "up there close to the 
top.” 
Seven Democrats appeared 
on a nationally televised forum 
sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters in Boston and 
split on how to fight unemploy­ 
ment and inflation. 
The President, addressing a 
national governors' meeting in 
W ashington, 
c r itic iz e d 
Reagan's proposal that federal 
social programs be shifted to 
the states. Ford said it was 
“ easy to offer unrealistic 
suggestions in the heat of an 
election year.” 
Ford pledged to “ never 
irresponsibly transfer serious 
problems from the federal 
government to state govern­ 
ments without regard for 
human needs and fiscal reali­ 
ties.” 
Reagan, cam paigning in 
western Illinois, again contend­ 
ed government close to home is 
best. Plugging for revenue 
sharing, he said: “I don’t think 


anyone can sit in Washington 
and make decisions affecting 
the states.” 
In other developments 
— Sargent Shriver, worth $6 
million, is the richest presiden­ 
tial candidate. Money Magazine 
reported, and Fred Harris, 
worth $78,000, the poorest. It 
said Ronald Reagan made 
$783,000 last year — more than 
any other candidate - primari­ 
ly as a newspaper columnist, 
radio commentator and spea­ 
ker. He's worth $2 million, 
Money said 
— Daniel Ellsberg, the 
former defense analyst who 
leaked the Pentagon Papers to 
reporters, said in Boston he 
would support Fred Harris in 


the March 2 Massachusetts 
primary. He said Harris would 
strive to “bring the CIA, the 
Pentagon and the multinational 
corporations under control.” 
— Maine Gov. James Lon­ 
gly. an independent, left a 
White House meeting with the 
President saying “ at this 
moment” he preferred Ford 
over any other candidate of 
either party. 
— George Wallace, cam­ 
paigning in Florence, S.C., 
criticized a move by some 
South Carolina Democratic 
leaders to send an uncommitted 
delegation to the national con­ 
vention. He said a vote for an 
uncommitted delegate is a vote 
for “the political pros.”

PEKING (UPI) - Former 
President Richard Nixon, act­ 
ing like a political campaigner, 
strolled through Peking’s mas­ 
sive Gate of Heavenly Peace 
Square today and almost was 
crushed by Chinese eager to 
shake his hand. 
Longtime residents said it 
was the first time they could 
remember a visitor of Nixon’s 
stature venturing into the 
square to meet ordinary Chine­ 
se. 
Nixon planned to meet for the 
third time this afternoon with 
acting Premier Hua Kuo-feng. 
They held more than four hours 
of talks during their first two 
meetings. 
Nixon took his stroll after 
touring Peking’s historical mu­ 


seum on the eastern side of the 
square. 
When he first stopped to 
shake hands and talk, the crowd 
almost crushed him while 
shouting, "Welcome to China” 
and reaching to shake his hand. 
He talked to one man holding 
a boy in his arms. 
“How old is he?” Nixon 
asked. 
The father held up four 
fingers and said in Chinese, 
“four years.” 


"What do you want him to be 
when he grows up?" Nixon 
asked. 


"Whatever our government 
decides,” the father replied. 
“ To answ er the c a ll of 
Chairman Mao.” 


“ O h , 
said Nixon. “ You 
mean w hatever the party 
decides.” 
As he pushed through the 
crowd, surrounded by Secret 
Service agents and Chinese 
bodyguards as well as reporters 
and photographers, Nixon stop­ 
ped frequently, particularly 
when he spotted a child. 
He told one man, “I hope you 
will come to the United States 
some day. I will greet you 
then.” 
“How old are you?” he asked. 
The man replied he was 30. 
“You have plenty of time,” 
he said. Then moving his arms 
in a sweeping gesture he said, 
"You’re all young. You all have 
time to visit the United States. 
I’m sure you will some day.”

President Ford says he is going 
to win in New Hampshire — 
but, hedging his forecast, he

Fwd hosted a black tie din­ 
ner party for the nation’s gover­ 
nors and their wives Monday 
night at the White House and 
most of the conversation 
centered on today’s first 
primary.

Asked who was going to 
Win, she said: "It’s so hard to 
say.”

Federal Reserve Chairman

"The economy cannot be 
made well by paying people 
more for work than the work is 
worth to those who have to pay 
for it — which is the bulk of the 
taxpayers,” Stein told the 
Senate Budget Committee Mon­ 
day. 
Stein, now a professor at the 
University of Virginia, en­ 
dorsed a recent proposal by 
Burns that the government 
provide jobs "to anyone who is 
willing to work at a rate of pay 
somewhat below the federal 
minimum wage.” 


DENPASAR, Indonesia — 
Leaders of the five nations of 
the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations ended their sum­ 
mit conference today with a 
pledge to cooperate with other 
countries in the region, in­ 
cluding the new Communist na­ 
tions of Indochina. 
A joint communique issued at 
the conclusion of the two-day 
meeting said the Asian leaders 
“reaffirmed the determination 
of their respective govern­ 
ments to work for the promo­ 
tion of peace, stability and 
progress in Southeast Asia. 
"To this end they expressed 
their readiness to embark upon 
the development of fruitful 
relations and mutually benefi­ 
cial cooperation with other 
countries of the region,” the 
communique said. 
It stated the leaders of 
Mal ays ia, 
In do ne sia , 
Singapore, Thailand and the 
Philippines signed a declara­ 
tion of ASEAN concord and a 
treaty Of amity and coopera­ 
tion. 


Both documents reaffirmed a 
willingness for peaceful cooper­ 
ation with the Indochina nations 
— and outlined a broad plan for 
greater economic cooperation 
and coordination to strengthen 
the ASEAN countries themsel­ 
ves. 
The joint communique said 
that the ASEAN economic 
ministers would meet March 8- 
9 to further consider means of 
implementing the economic 
measures discussed at the sum­ 
mit. 
The ministers will discuss: 


— A mechanism for granting 
priority supplies of basic food 
and energy supplies to ASEAN 
member nations in natural dis­ 
asters, calamities and shortages. 


. — Measures to intensify 
cooperation in production of 
basic commodities.

ADVERTISING 
COMPARISONS

THE YELLOW PAGE ADVERTISING DOLLAR 
' 
PARTI 


Every business owner who has been in business over a 
year has no doubt been called on by a yellow page 
advertising salesman. This call, to some people, may seem 
to be a stimulating and encouraging experience; the yellow 
page salesperson is usually well trained, full of enthusiasm 
for his product. and loaded with a briefcase full of facts and 
figures sufficient to boggle the average mind. When 
finished with the yellow page salesman’s call you may find 
yourself nearly convinced that yellow page advertising is 
the only type of advertising worthy of consideration. 
However, there are a few points that should be considered 
before placing yellow page advertising, whether you are 
just starting out in business or have been using this type of 
advertising for years. 
Point NI: Once you have placed your ad in the yellow 
pages it must remain in the directory until the next issue is 
published, which is usually a full year. This means that if 
your yellow page ad is doing you no good whatsoever you 
are still stuck with paying for it for a full 12 months! There 
is a way to get out of a yellow page advertising contract, 
Vat this involves being assigned a new phone number, and 
if you do this, the telephone company will not give your 
callers to the old number referral service. So, in effect, 
your past customers, who have been familiar with your 
present phone number, are “disconnected" from your place 
of business. Callers to your old number will think you are 
out of business if they receive an intercept operator telling 
them that your number is no longer in service. In addition, 
and important, if you are operating on a shoestring, in 
some parts of the country the telephone company will • 
make payment of your advertising bill, along with payment 
of your phone bill, appear to be contingent on continuance 
of your telephone service. 
Point #2: If your type of business is heavily advertised 
in the yellow pages, and your own advertisement appears 
beyond the second page of ads for your business category, 
the chances of advertising benefit are greatly diminished, 
for the simple reason that most people just won’t take time 
to "let their fingers do the walking" that far. The largest 
ads obviously will get the most attention, but only if your 
ad of this size appears toward the front of the classifica­ 
tion. Large yellow page ads get attention due to the 
position in which they appear in the classification, no 
matter who would have you believe differently. Since you 
cannot buy specific position, you cannot control where your 
ad will appear. The primary determination of your ad’s 
position in your business category is how long you have 
had that size ad. The longer you have had it the closer to 
the front of the business classification it will be. Example: 
if AAA I Plumbing Co. has had the largest ad available in 
the classification, the longest of any plumbing company, 
theirs will be the first ad of that size in the classification. 
The next oldest in the classification, will be next and so on 
until all of the largest ads appear. Then the same process of 
positioning starts with the next size smaller ads. The only 
way you could possibly buy the first sd space in the 
category, if you had not been advertising long enough to 
"earn" first position, would be to buy out AAA-1 Plumbing 
and take over their ad contract and phone number. Or, 
wait until all other plumbing companies either went broke, 
dropped out or bought smaller ads. Obviously this could be 
a long wait. Of course, you can hang in there, buying the 
largest space they’ll sell you, year after year, in the hope 
that you’ll finally reach the front of the classification, by 
virtue of seniority. But, few business people want to put 
out that kind of money on a hope for the future which 
probably won’t materialize. 
Point #3: The yellow pages have been available to 
advertisers since the year 1906 and no doubt this medium 
does serve varying business/customer contact purpose. 
Put, the wisdom of placing a costly advertisement that 
cannot be changed for a year, one that appears side-by-side 
with numerous competitors in your same business, and 
must, by its very nature, be of the institutional variety, is 
doubtful, unless you have worked your way into a good 
advertising position in the manner previously mentioned. 


One of the most often quoted sales points, in favor of 
buying yellow page advertising is that, “people use the 
yellow pages at the moment they are ready to buy. This 
may be true to a degree, but the important thing to 
consider in this statement is . . . what has brought the 
prospective buyer to the point of being ready to buy? 
Obviously he has had to be sold on taking buying action by 
some other form of advertising! 
Newspaper advertising creates the desire to buy, where 
such desire may not have previously existed. Newspaper 
advertising presents your product or service in a sales 
presentation that can be changed from day-to-day, 
week-to-week, as product changes take place, as prices 
change, as times change. Newspaper advertising does not 
sell the prospective buyer on your product, and then turn 
right around and refer him to the advertising of every 
major competitor within miles of your business, as he is 
exposed in the yellow pages to your competition! 


Why do more and more large companies now say, 
“consult the white pages of your telephone directory?" See 
part two of this series next week, when I will complete the 
subject of the yellow page advertising dollar consideration.

The opportunity of taking 
college credit courses at a con­ 
siderable saving in time and 
money is offered junior and 
senior students at Santa Ynez 
Valley High School who are in 
the honor grade category 
According to faculty member 
Frank Whittington. Santa Ynez 
High division coordinator of the 
Allan Hancock College spon­ 
sored — program, it is con­ 
ceivable that an honor junior 
student could garner as many 
as 12 college units over a two- 
year period by successfully 
completing the class work. 
Ten or 12 classes, all covering 
general education subjects, are 
conducted evenings at the high 
school.

Mike Bratz: 
Last years benchman 
now running the show

Today’s quarterback ... yesterday’s benchmark 
He played in the Babe Ruth League World Series 
at 15 but his baseball career was cut short — at the 
elbow — at 18. 
He was an AI1-CIF basketball player in his senior 
year, but the major colleges yawned 
So he enrolled at a junior college instead and lent 
a hand to the winning of a state championship. 
Mike Bratz, Stanford’s playmaker guard, is 
lending a pair of hands to help smooth over some of 
the rough spots in this year of transition at Maples 
Pavilion. 
While the Cards are 7-17, it would be much worse 
without Bratz. 
The 6-2, 180-pound junior from Lompoc is the 
Cards’ third-leading scorer. He is averaging 12.1 
points per game, shooting .445 per cent from the 
field. He’s one of the Pacific-8 Conference’s assist 
leaders. 
Watching Bratz at work is something you have to 


adjust to. like walking into a dimly lit theater, and 
squinting at the darkness. 
The longer you stay, the more you see. 
There aren’t, for example, many guards in the 
Pac-8 who accelerate more rapidly than Bratz His 
left hand has improved to the extent he seldom gets 
stripped of the ball. On the other hand, he is able to 
pick his opponents a couple of times a game. 
He penetrates as well as any Stanford guard in 
several years. His jumping ability enables him to 
grab more than his quota of rebounds. His outside 
shooting is as consistent as the Cards have enjoyed 
since Claude Terry And his defense is intense 
If you pull out your calculator, or just use your 
fingers and toes, the sum is. in a word, confidence. 
Bratz had just returned to the Thunderbird Motel 
in Eugene after a workout at Corvallis last Friday. 
He had endured his worst shooting effort of the 
season — one for a dozen against Oregon— the night 
before. 
He wasn’t happy but he wasn’t down. 
“Coach (Dick) DiBiaso called me over today and 
told me. i f you go 0 for 12 tomorrow night you’re 
still starting You’re going to be out there ' 
“That really helps,” said Bratz. “You know 
you’re not going to be yanked and not put back in. It 
really helps your confidence.’’ 
Bratz. who transferred to Stanford from Allan 
Hancock College in Santa Maria where he was a 


starter on a team which included Mark 
Lands berger (Minnesota/Arizona State), Dennis 
Black (San Jose State) and Mike Kluge (Cal Poly- 
Pomona). was ticketed for the point guard job last 
season. 
“Up until the day before our first game I was go­ 
ing to start.” Bratz related. “Then Howie 
(Dallmar) told me he was going to start Mark 
(Gilberg) because of experience. 
“I would like to have played more but I ve got no 
complaints about last year.” 
Stanford fans have to wonder what might have 
happened had Bratz gotten the call instead and fur­ 
nished the Cards with anything approximating his 
current production. 
If Bratz maintains his average he will score more 
points this season than Gilberg accumulated in 
three years. 
But it should be noted that the primary mission of 
the guards in previous seasons was to get the ball 
inside. So they shot infrequently and with little con­ 
fidence or success. 
If it weren't for the fact that Bratz developed a 
classic case of “Little League elbow." neces­ 
sitating an operation — hence the protective pad he 
wears on his right arm — he might be getting ready 
for spring training. Rather than for Oregon State. 
He pitched and played second base in Little

Blame players 
Owners postpone spring 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The executive 
director of the Major League Baseball 
Players Association today labeled the 
clubowners' postponement of the start of 
spring training as “ nonsense” and 
predicted that “ saner heads" will 
prevail 
M a r v i n M i l l e r , t h e p l a y e r s ’ 
spokesman, said the owners’ action was 
purposely intended to mislead the public 
into believing the Players Association is 
holding up the 1976 season because of its 
demands on the reserve clause issue. 
Am erican League P resid en t Lee 
MacPhail and National League Presi­ 
dent Charles Feeney announced jointly 
Monday that the clubowners would not 
open spring training until a new basic 
agreement can be reached with the 
Players Association. 


“ We feel this is the quickest, surest 
way to reach an agreem ent." MacPhail 
said. “ We want to get this out of the way 
first And then start playing baseball." 
“ I think it is com ical." said Miller. 
“ For the first time in history, an in­ 
dustry that is not threatened by a strike 
action from its employes is shutting 
itself down of its own volition 
“The fact is that the Players Associa­ 
tion has made no demands in the reserve 
rule area." Miller continued. "The dis­ 
pute is caused by the owners’ demand 
that we agree to strip from the players 
present rights, which they have in their 
contracts That s something that cannot 
be stripped away. 
“ We have made a proposal that the dif­ 
ficult issue of the reserve clause be set 
aside so that an agreement can be 


reached on all other issues and that the 
season can start on tim e." 
“ Part of that agreem ent would be a 
four-year, nostrike pledge." Miller ad­ 
ded " 
The owners’ position is that they will 
postpone opening their camps indefinite­ 
ly until a new agreement is reached to 
replace the old one. which expired on 
Dec 31 
“ We are doing our best to achieve a 
prompt settlem ent." MacPhail said. 
"But the progress thus far has been most 
discouraging The m ajor difference that 
blocks an agreement is the insistence by 
the association for a reserve system that 
would be wholly unworkable. 
“The idea of playing baseball and 
negotiating at the same tim e." MacPhail 
concluded, “ is not desirable."

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Even at 22, George Brett has a 
sense of history. 
He's not satisfied with just now. He’s thinking about 
tomorrow. When he’s through playing professional baseball, 
he wants to be remembered. 
“I want to be the best,” said the Kansas City Royals’ 
personable star. "I want to be the best third baseman of my 
era. 
“I think I’ve had two outstanding years. Now I want to 
have IO more like them. When I’m gone from baseball, I 
want people to remember me the same way they’re going to 
remember Brooks Robinson. I want them to think about me 
and say. ‘He was one of the best.”’ 
In 1975. Brett was one of the best. In fact, he might have 
been the best at his position in the big leagues. On a team 
with John Mayberry and Steve Busby, he was selected as the 
Royals’ most valuable player. 
After hitting .306 with ll home runs and 89 RBIs, the El 
Segundo. Calif., product is brimming with confidence. The 
fact that he hasn’t signed his 1976 contract doesn’t worry 
him Neither does the fact that baseball is in trouble at the 
negotiating table. 
Brett is a hang-loose kind of guy who likes to have fun on 
the field and off it. But he’s deadly serious about his profes­ 
sion. 
“I don't see how I can miss now,’’ he said. “I thought I had 
a great rookie year and I think I really proved to people what 
I could do last season. 
“Two years ago, I wasn’t sure of myself. When I first 
started in baseball. I gave myself five years to make it to the 
majors. If I didn’t. I was going to quit. Well, here I am. 
“I have all the confidence in the world. You might even 


call me cocky. I’ve proved myself to myself.” 
Brett and the Royals are "between $15,000 and $20,000’’ 
apart. 
“I guess they don’t think I had as good a year as I think I 
had,” he said with a twinkle in his eye. “They shouldn’t get 
me mad. I think I’ve been pretty fair with them in the past 
and I think I do a lot of good things for the club. 
“I anticipate going to spring training unsigned. But I’m not 
losing any sleep over it. It’ll get settled. 
“That’s the way I feel about the negotiations. I don’t think 
spring training will be delayed more than a week. I know the 
players want everything to Hart on schedule.” 
Brett spent most of his winter at his new home in Kansas 
City. He was in Southern California to visit his family. 
Brother Ken, 27, will pitch for the New York Yankees this 
season. Two other brothers. John. 29, and Bobby, 25, each 
played one season in the minors. 
A 6-foot, 200-pound bachelor, Brett has some lofty ambi­ 
tions for 1976. He wants to hit between between .315 and .320, 
drive in more than IOO runs and hit between 15 to 20 home 
runs. 
He slowly munched on a hamburger and talked. 
“Whitey Herzog (the Royals’ manager) has said he’s going 
to hit me third all year so that’s going to give me the oppor­ 
tunity to knock IOO runs in. Last year I said I wanted to hit 
.300 and I did it. I don't see why I can’t hit IO points higher. I 
feel the same way about the home runs. 
“The big thing I want to do in spring training is work on my 
fielding. I made 26 errors last season and I want to cut that in 
half. Most of them were throwing errors in a three-week 
period. I think I would have thrown the ball over King 
Kong.”

Brett likes it where he is. 
“I don’t Want to go anywhere else,” he emphasized. “ I’m 
very happy in Kansas City. The owner (Ewing Kauffman) is 
a great guy and I really get along with the manager.”

With the excitement of the

It is only natural for a com­ 
mercial fisherman to get rid of 
his undersized fish the quickest 
way possible which is just to 
shake them off the hook with no 
concern for the welfare of the 
fish. 
Even on party boats, there is 
no question the fish are handled 
roughly before being thrown 
back into the water. Usually the 
fish are kind of loggy for a few 
minutes before they recover 
and swim away. But it is these 
few minutes, the DFG con­ 
cludes, that the fish are open 
prey for seals and predatory 
fish. The DFG estimates that 
only half of the fish that are 
thrown back survive these few 
minutes. 
At the present the fishing is 
slow because of bad weather 
conditions.

WASHINGTON - When Richard Nix­ 
on returns from Peking, he may bring a 
secret message for President Ford. 
From sources directly involved, we 
have learned that a moderate faction in 
Peking has made several backdoor at­ 
tempts to sound out the President about 
im proving Chinese- 
American relations.

Why did Mao mislead the President 
less than three months ago about the 
next Chinese prem ier?

2 Other analysts believe the Chinese 
deliberately misled Ford in order to con­ 
ceal the turmoil beneath the surface. 
According to this theory. Peking didn't 
want the Americans to know about the 
internal power struggle. Therefore, the 
President was told Teng was in charge 
and the leadership was stable. 
3 Still other analysts contend that 
Ford and Kissinger deceived themselves 
by accepting that Mao Tse-tung is still 
the ultimate authority (rn the Chinese 
mainland 
Mao is now a faltering 82 
years, and he isn t always articulate, 
said one source. 
“ He is still the high priest." the source 
explained “ The 
real leaders consult 
with the old man and keep him informed. 
But his main function is to appear when 
there is something to be said or a picture 
is needed." 
Intelligence sources say his in­ 
terpreter sometimes does not repeat 
what the old man has said This has led 
these sources to suspect that the in­ 
terpreter is instructed in advance what 
Mao should say and sticks to the advance 
script no matter what the old man really 
says. 
The bottom line, however, is that of­ 
ficial Washington doesn’t really know for 
sure what is happening in Peking.

WASHINGTON - Not a day goes by 
that convinced backers do not press Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey to get into the 
primaries. You can lick this gang now 
running hands down, they say. so why not 
demonstrate it? 
The answer is invariably a firm but 
friendly no. The Senator intends to stay 
out of the scrimmage 
until after the last 
primaries which come 
toward the end of 
June 
At that point, 
after all the feuding 
and 
fu ssin g . 
Humphrey will be in a 
prime position to be 
the nominee of his 
party. 
In hearing after 
hearing, as chairman 
of the Joint Economic 
Committee, he is 
shaping up the state of the nation’s 
economy as the principal issue in the 
general election in the fall. W ith 
Secretary of the Treasury W illiam 
Simon and Alan Greenspan, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisers, 
before him. he berates them for their 
conservative “ let nature take its course" 
approach to the recession. 
“ Sure." he says, “ unemployment has 
dropped to 7.8 per cent of the work force. 
But are you satisfied with that? Isn’t it 
perfectly obvious that without stimulus 
from the federal government in a jobs 
bill it's going to stay at 7 per cent or 
above for the rest of the year9 That 
means 7 million or more men and women 
looking for work who can’t find it and in 
many cases they are running out of their 
unemployment benefits." 
It is hardly necessary to add that this 
makes little impression on the 
President's conservative advisers. The 
President is ready to veto a federal jobs 
bill just passed by the House with a 
margin considerably less than the two- 
thirds essential to override a veto. 
This will be still another in the long 
series of antispending vetoes that the 
President considers vital to hold down 
inflation It is also his answer to Ronald 
Reagan's charge of big government and 
a wasteful bureaucracy. 
One particular heckle that Humphrey 
never overlooks when he has the conser­ 
vative standpatters before him is the 
fact of the money reserves that are not 
moving into loan channels. Why is it9 he 
demands. Is it because industry lacks 
confidence in the recovery? 
These are the themes which the 
Democratic candidate, whether his 
name is Humphrey or Carter or Jackson, 
will carry into the election in the fall. 
Depending on the state of the economy at 
that time, it could be the crucial issue. 
Part of Humphrey’s 14-hour days at 
the capitol are spent in pushing a bill that 
would give Congress a say over foreign 
military sales. He says that such sales, 
government to government, cash and 
credit, plus commercial sales, will add 
up to $14 billion. 
These are sales all over the w-orld. but 
notably- in the Persian Gulf with a total 


to Iran of $2*8 billion, unless the drop in 
Iran s oil sales forces a cutback 


Humphrey is pushing a bill that would 
require the Pentagon to submit to 
Congress any sale over $25 million. 
Another provision requires a major deal 
to be submitted to Senate and House for 
approval. 
This sounds like thrusting Congress 
into foreign policy making, the kind of is­ 
sue that has put enemies of Secretary 
Henry Kissinger on the attack. But 
Humphrey is not one of these enemies. 
He gives a great deal of credit to detente 
and even has some hope that a SALT II 
agreement on offensive weapons can be 
ratified by the Senate this year. 


The Senator from Minnesota is con­ 
vinced Gerald Ford will be the nominee 
of his party in spite of the Reagan opposi-

tion. But vou always have to remember, 
he savs with a cautionary note, that we 
Democrats have a capacity for throwing 
it away. That is to say. snatching defeat 
from what seem to be the inevitable jaws 
of victory. 
Just now during the Congressional 
recess Humphrey is lolling on a beach in 
Florida Granted that seems impossible, 
the irrepressible Hubert Horatio is loll­ 
ing under a palm tree. But he insists he 
has a capacity for relaxation that is at 
least as pronounced when he has the op­ 
portunity as his capacity to work. 
And what if he were in the primaries? 
He would be up in that snowball factory 
New Hampshire courting a few thousand 
voters who by all reports are playing 
hard to get. And the result of that and the 
29 other primaries are, if Humphrey is 
right, hardly likely to be conclusive. 


Enrollment guessing 


Enrollment declined 18 students dur­ 
ing the fifth school month below the 
previous month, it was revealed today in 
statistics released by Lompoc Unified 
School District. 
Enrollment at the end of the fifth 
school month that came a couple of 
weeks ago. stood at 10.841 students, com­ 
pared to 11.327 stu­ 
dents a year ago. A 
comparison of the two 
figures shows a drop 
of 486 students. A 
d e c lin e 
of 
th at 
magnitude is scary 
enough and if it ’s 
repeated this year, 
could spell further 
trouble for the school 
district. Revenuewise. 
everything hinges on 
average daily atten­ 
dance as a basis for 
state aid. Some aspects of enrollment, 
particularly that which is base con­ 
nected. have a direct bearing on federal 
revenues—Public Law 874 impacted aid 
monies principally. 
Various equations and configurations 
based on the enrollment figures lend 
themselves to speculation. For example, 
how did the loss of 18 students occur? 
and where? Districtwide modest enroll­ 
ment gains were registered by Crest­ 
view. Hapgood, La Mesa. Los Berros. 
Los Padres. Miguelito, Ruth and Westw- 
ings elementary schools; and, again, 
modest gains were shown by Lompoc 
and Vandenberg Junior High Schools; 
and in the pregnant minors school. The 
latter facility had 12 students at the end 
of the fifth school month compared to ll 
at the end of the fourth school month. 
Buena Vista maintained the status quo 
with 353 students. 
Crestview School at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base showed the biggest gain, 13 
students, at the end of the fifth month.

How long do 
you wait, how much juggling to you do as 
a district before you close a school? Ob­ 
viously that point had been reached in 
the minds of the school administration 
and the school board. 
Teachers, particularly as reflected in 
positions of their formal organizations, 
Uke a different view. They reason on the 
one hand that class size should be 
lowered from the 28.5 students to one 
teacher at the elementary school level; 
27 5 to one at the junior high school level, 
and 26.5 to one at the high school level. 
Pick any figure below those sUndards 
and you’ll win some cheers from the 
teachers. The reduction would also, in 
the final analysis militate against the 
closing of schools and in the teacher view 
upgrade education. 
So the arguments go. lf enrollment 
falls radically below even the most pes­ 
simistic projections for the fall term, the 
school board will appear prophetic. 
If on the other hand there should be a 
surge, a big surge, then critics of the 
current school closings will be right and 
the school board would have to make 
some kind of adjustment. 
In the meantime parents in the La Mesa 
and Miguelito school areas are unhappy. 
And critics say that the projected sav­ 
ings to be realized by closing the two 
schools could be realized better by trim ­ 
ming the administrative pay roll and cut­ 
ting back on the operations budget.
